Dear Sirs:

My attention has been called to a
statement in your Issue of February
sixth In which you are reported to
have said something to the effect
that "almost every mall Hoover Cam-
paign propaganda is received from
Julius H. Barnes."

It is possible that this is simple
exaggeration, which we are an prone
to use thoughtlessly at times. But
statements like that might tend to
embarrass the public service in which
I am still engaged, and I believe in
all conscience, is not accurate, and
that probably as a just man you
would not feel you were warranted
in making on a review of the actual
facta.

I can not recall any deliberate
propaganda put out by me, and the
very al communications,
weeks and months apart, which I
have sent to the press on the vital
question of the national food have
enly incidentally, and without at-
tempt, referred to Herbert Hoover.
As the Food Administrator, and mak-
ing an astonishing success by appeal,
ing to the voluntary sacrifice and con-
servation of our people, necessarily
his name is wrapped up in the hrstory
of the Food Administration since we
entered tho war, and can not be en- -
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tirely detached therefrom.
I have no hesitancy in saying that,

if I were out of public office where
I am now administering a poace-tim- e

extension of a war pledge of Con-

gress which should i.rver have been
made, and doing it as a good citizen
in response to the request of uuf
duly elected President, although I
am, myself, a Republican, that I
should feel impelled by the desire tv
discharge the duties of a good citizen,
to see that the outstanding ability
and practical idealism of Herbert
Hoover is called Into the public ser-
vice, where we certainly need it as
never before.

But I do object to being repre.
sented as using this office for propa-
ganda for any purpose except a better
understanding of nattonal questions
connected with the work of my office.

If after reading this explanation
you still feel that the statement I
quote was justified (assuming thvt
I was correctly Informed ) 1 would be
glad if you would point out to me tn
particular communications which yoj
class as propaganda, giving the char-
acter of them and the dates Issued.

The Mist does not wish to mis-
represent Mr. Barnes, tt assures htm,
nor does it wish to embarrass him In
the administration ot his high office,
which, no doubt, he is filling in a
manner acceptable to the president,
(and that's going some). It does not
doubt his good citizenship and is
glad to know that he Is a Republican.
Therefore, our editorial and Mr.
Barnes' letter are published.

Possibly the Mist is guilty of some
exaggeration when It seated that "In
almost every mall we received flatter-
ing circulars from Mr. Barnes," but
we have a distinct recollection of the
letter which caused our editorial com-
ment. The big feature in the letter
was a denial that Hoover was in New
York for any political purpose, but
he was there for the purpose of at-
tending some Childs Relief meeting
or Children's Welfare Society, or
something of that sort. Mr. Barnes'
letter told us of this fact in a few
short sentences and then hit the big
subject. Hoover's presence in New
York, the fact that he wasn't there
for political purposes and the further
fact that he was waiting for the

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TWO-MIL-L TAX LAW

The salary of tho teacher has not
advanced In proportion to other sal-

aries or to the cost of living and as
a result, nation wide, we are con
fronted with a short ige of adequate
ly prepared and trained teachers. Ac-

cording to reports ot the National
Education Association, there are
nearly 40,000 vacancies at the pres-
ent time and 65,000 teachers em-
ployed who are below standard. The
great shortage of teachers and those
Inadequately prepared to teach are
usually found In tho rural districts
where salaries are lowest. The
states In which salaries and standards
are highest have the best supply of
teachers. In order to Induce super-
ior young men and women to enter
the teaching profession and thereby
furnish the country an adequate sup-
ply of competent, really well trained
teachers, It Is positively established
on every angle thr.t siliries must be
higher and compare favorably wttli
salaries from other sources. A man
will not teach school for (100 a
month when a logging company will
pay him $160 a month for keeping
books or when-a- oil company will
pay him 1225 for selling gasolinn. A
ynung lady will not teach school for
$80 per month In r. rural district
when she is offered the same amount
In the city with board and room In-

cluded.
It may be argued, and correctly so,

that taxes are too high and that many
are wrongly exempt from taxation but
nevertheless, the teacher can not l

made the "goat" for the whole crowd.
Cut the other fellow's salary; reduce
living expenses; and the teacher
salary need not be raised. However,
this Is not being done, and our best
teachers can not be expected to con-
tinue their work at a fair and reason-
able salary as compared with other
salaries.

May 21, 1920, tho voters of Oregon
will be called upon to vote on the
Elementary Educational Bill which
for the betterment of the common
schools, is the best bill that has been
proposed for many years. In brief.
the bill proposes a state wide tnx of
two mills to be levied UDon all tax.
able property of the state to raise a
fund for the elementary schools to
ue apportioned upon the basis of the
number of teachers employed In the
several districts of each county In
grades irom one to eight inclusive
one teacher being allowed for each
thirty pupils or fra-.tl- on thereof. The
proposed law does not do awav ulth
the present Btate and county ap- -

iiuriiuuiiieiii or cnange tlielr dlsirl
uuuoa. un tne oner hand, it need
not necessarily be an additional tax.
Most districts now vote a special tax
The mlllage tax would In many In-
stances relieve districts of the neces-
sity of voting any tax. The chief
merit, of the bill is that It Is a fairerand more equal way of raising anddistributing a school (ax than thenethod nowuBed w llch Is unsatlsfac.ir. me principiw item In the costof maintaining any school Is the sal-ary of the teacher. Vhe proposed mill-ag- e

tax will raise about $275 for eachteacher exclusive of high school
teachers. If a district has one teach-er. It will give th.;m $275 towardspaying her Balary. If a district hastwenty teachers, it will give $5 600towards paying their salaries, etcTho levy as It stands, runs all theway from no levy In several districtsup to 40 mills. With the millngetax, no district would entirely escape
but would have to contribute at least2 mills toward the education of ourchildren.

The basic principal of our Republic
!s education as only through thatmedium can a people be self govern-
ed. The government Is striving toeradicate- - Illiteracy but doubtless cannot succeed as spesdily as could be

hoped for by reason of the fact that
we are more than 100.000 teachers
short end (hat 18,000 schools failed
lo open their doors this year for want
of teachors. We want teachers who

are thoroughly prepared and trained,
100 per cent patriotic, who may tralu
and bring up future generations of
Intelligent people that will make Im-

possible such tragedies as wero re-

cently enacted in Contrails. It will
bring forth a people wise and honest
and patriotic enough to equitably
solve the economic and financial prob
lems that may arise.

Last year 140,000 teachers left the
profession. The attendance at the
Normal schools has fallen off alarm-
ingly. In some Instances reaching 60
per cent. One fifth of all chtldrw.
who attended school lust year wer
taught by teachers with leas than
high school education. Thin alarm-
ing condition Is uatlou wide ti
best Interests of our slate are threat-
ened. The Stute of Washington hus
raised Its state fund recently from
$10 to $20 per capita for educational
purposes. We get from the Irreduc-
ible school fund of our state about
$1.86 per capita. The rest ot the
money for educational purposes muitt
be raised by taxation.
